To clear this, letus feſt conſider whatisrhe prabiice of the 
Church diffttveinſchis affair: Tts plainthat this dangerous Doc- 
trine ſo deſtrudtive ro Humane Societies is difowned by all Ca- 
tholick Princes and Monarchs, guarding ſufficiently againſt it by 
their Imperial and Royal Laws, and Conſtitutions: How do 
the Italian Princes debate their Temporal Intreſts with Popes 
who,ſometimes quarrel with chem, and defend their: ſecular 
Rights by the Sword? And who more eagerl ,— ary: 
vindicates his Royal prerogative in Tem concerns again 
all the pretentions of Popes, then the French King ? And its 
as evident that the Emperour, the Spaniſh and Polonian Princes 
by their municipal Laws affezt their Imperial and Royal Rights 
againſt all mortals. ” And as this is the praftiſe of |Catholick 
Princes, fo is it of the particular Churches within their Domi- 
nions and Teritories, for they in their Eccleſiaſtical Conyen- 
tions declare the independency of their abſolute Princes in Tem- 
porals, and that. the; Church cannor pretend by ;yertue of the 
power of the Keyes directly, or indirectly to diveſt anyabſo- 
lute Prince or Monarch of his Royal Rights and Priviledges: 
Look to the Cannons of the late Gallican National Allembly, 
and tothe Univerſities of Rehemes, Caen, Poitiers, Valence, 
Bordeaux, Bourggs, &q\ And to the whole ,Colledge of Sor- 
bon, converhnin Santarellus his propoſitions, 47S. That 
the Pope might for Schiſm, or Hereſfie depoſe Princes , and 
exempt SubjeRs from their Alledgeance: Anditho' this Doc- 
rrine b charged malicioufly upon the generality of the Je/aurrs, 
yet aptovincial Councel ot that Order cauſed publickly to burn

Secondly. There is no Authority. from a general Council

&c. By their Ambaſſadors, ſayes Mattheus Parifienſis, who 
all might have agreed together ro have purged their Territo- 
ries and Dominions from the Hererical crew of the Halden- 
"ſes and AMbigenſes, ſo that by this compact amongſt abſolute 
Princes they might have conſented upon, their faileure,, if. not 
concurring to 'exterminare the Hereticks, that at the Church- 
es Sentence rhe guilty ſhould forfeit his Dominion and Pro- 
perty, 'and the party performing receive it: And this is as 
warrantable as the Conyention made by the confederate Princes 
at Jmalcad. 

Secondly. ' The Perſons here threatned to loſe their Terri-
